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DETAILED ACTION 

The application should be reviewed for errors. Error occurs, for example, in the spelling 
of "alteranata" throughout the specification and in claim 1 . Error occurs also in the spelling of 
"ethylacitate" in claim 24. Correction is required. 

To facilitate processing of papers at the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, it is 
recommended that the Application Serial Number be inserted on every page of claims and/or of 
amendments filed. 

Claims 14-28 are being considered on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

No basis or support is found in the present specification for the evaporation of "two other 
active compounds" as recited in claim 25, It is apparent that the solvent layer is evaporated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 14-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is confusing in the recitation of "a fungus. . since this is a single and specific 
strain. Amendment to —the fiingus- would be remedial. 
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To clarify the antecedent basis, it is recommended that claim 1 5 be amended to recite 
"the pure culture". 

Claim 15 is vague, indefinite and confusing in that the "on a known nutrient" is not 
defined with sufficient particularity. The particular material intended should be identified with 
greater particularity. In addition, the use of "on" in this context suggests solid media, while 
claim 14 is directed to a liquid broth, which renders the claim confiising and vague. 

Claim 16 fails to find proper antecedent basis for "discs of the inoculum". It is unclear 
what is intended by "discs" in this context. The nature and identity thereof is uncertain. 

Claim 22 is vague, indefinite and confusing in that the intended nature of "reported steps" 
is not ascertainable. 

Regarding claim 24, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

Claim 25 is vague and indefinite in that it is apparent that the solvent layer rather than the 
two compounds is evaporated.. 

Claim 26 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to fiirther limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and 
using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the 
inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 14-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraphias containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 
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The invention appears to employ a specific strain of A, alternata. It is not clear if the 
written description is sufficiently repeatable to avoid the need for a deposit. Further it is unclear 
if the starting materials were readily available to the public at the time of invention. 

It appears that a deposit was made in this application as filed as noted on page 2 of the 

specification. However, it is not clear if the deposit meets all of the criteria set forth in 37 CFR 

1 .801 -1 .809. Applicant or applicant's representative may provide assurance of compliance with 

the requirements of 35 U.S.C § 1 12, first paragraph, in the following manner. 

SUGGESTION FOR DEPOSIT OF BIOLOGICAL MATERIAL 

A declaration by applicant, assignee, or applicant's agent identifying a deposit of 
biological material and averring the following may be sufficient to overcome an objection and 
rejection based on a lack of availability of biological material. 

1 . Identifies declarant. 

2. States that a deposit of the material has been made in a depository affording 
permanence of the deposit and ready accessibility thereto by. the public if a patent is 
granted. The depository is to be identified by name and address. 

3. States that the deposited material has been accorded a specific (recited) accession 
number. 

4. States that all restriction on the availability to the public of the material so deposited 
will be irrevocably removed upon the granting of a patent. 

5. States that the material has been deposited under conditions that access to the material 
will be available during the pendency of the patent application to one determined by the 
Commissioner to be entitled thereto under 37 CFR 1.14 and 35 U.S.C § 122. 

6. States that the deposited material will be maintained with all the care necessary to keep 
it viable and uncontaminated for a period of at least five years after the most recent 
request for the furnishing of a sample of the deposited microorganism, and in any case, 
for a period of at least thirty (30) years after the date of deposit for the enforceable life of 
the patent, whichever period is longer. 

7. That he/she declares fiarther that all statements made therein of his/her own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true, 
and further that these statements were made with knowledge that willful false statements 
and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under section 1001 
of Title 1 8 of the United States Code and that such willfial false statements may 
jeopardize the validity of the instant patent application or any patent issuing thereon. 
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Alternatively, it may be averred that deposited material has been accepted for deposit 
under the Budapest Treaty on the International Recognition of the Deposit of Microorganisms 
for the purpose of Patent Procedure (e.g. see 961 OG 21, 1977) and that all restrictions on the 
availability to the public of the material so deposited will be irrevocably removed upon the 
granting of a patent. 

Additionally, the deposit must be referred to in the body of the specification and be 
identified by deposit (accession) number, date of deposit, name and address of the depository and 
the complete taxonomic description. 

Lawrie et al is cited as of interest because it teaches the phytotoxicity of Alternaria 
alternata. However, the process steps used in the prior art differ from those claimed herein, 
since the broth produced is not extracted for the recovery of phytotoxins. There would have 
been no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the processes of the prior art 
relating to the production of phytotoxins in the manner claimed, by using strain of Alternaria 
alternata ITCC 4896 and subsequently extracting phytotoxins from the culture broth. 

No claim is allowed.
